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TOWN WARRANT 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Millbury, in the 
County of Worcester, Greetings: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you 
are directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of 
Millbury qualified to vote in elections and town affairs to meet 
at their respective voting places to wit: Precinct No. 1 at the Town 
Hall; Precinct No. 2 at the Burbank Street School at Bramanville; 
Precinct No. 3 at the Memorial High School; Precinct No. 4 at the 
Dorothy Manor School; and Precinct No. 5 at the East Millbury 
School, on Saturday, the twelfth day of March, next, at nine 
o’clock in the forenoon, to elect the following officers, to wit: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Town Clerk, Treasurer, Collector 
of Taxes, Auditor, Moderator, Six Constables, Tree Warden, One 
Highway Surveyor, all for the term of one year; One Selectmen, 
One Assesor, One Member of the Board of Health, One Member 
of the School Committee, One Trustee Public Library, One Ceme- 
tery Commissioner, Two Members of the Board of Public Welfare, 
all for the term of three years; One Member of the Millbury Housing 
Authority for the term of five years; One Member of the Millbury 
Housing Authority for the term of two years; One Member of 
the Planning Board for a term of five years, and One Member of the 
Planning Board for a term of three years. 


ARTICLE 2. To choose all other necessary Town Officers 
for the year ensuing and to meet on March 5, 1960 at 2:00 P.M. 
in the High School Auditorium in said Millbury, to act on the 
following articles, to wit: 


ARTICLE 3. To hear the reports of several Town Officers and 
Committees and act there on. 


ARTICLE 4. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary to defray Town Charges for the year ensuing, in- 
cluding sums for the lighting of Streets, the salaries of town officials, 
the maintenance of the Town Library, the observance of Memorial 
and Armistice Days, Care and improvement of cemeteries, care of 
clocks, care of fire alarm, the use of the Tree Warden, the use of 
Department of Veterans’ Srvices, salaries of Fire Department, and 
Police Retirement, Pensions, or take any action thereon. 
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ARTICLE 5. To choose any Committee or Committees that may 
be thought necessary. 


ARTICLE 6. To see what action the Town will take regarding the 
hiring of six or more policemen to patrol our streets and to raise 
and appropriate money for the same, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town 
Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen to borrow money from 
time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year begin- 
ning, January 1, 1960 and to issue a note or notes therefore, payable 
within one year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for 
a period for less than one year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 
44, General Laws. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
nen to sell, after first giving notice of the time and place of sale by 
posting such notice of sale in some convenient and public place in the 
Town, fourteen days at least before the sale, property taken by the 
Town under Tax Title Procedure provided the Selectmen, or whomso- 
ever they may authorize to hold such public auction may reject any 
bid which they deem inadequate, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to provide for extraordinary or unforseen 
expenditures under the provisions of Chapter 40, Section 6, or the 
General Laws of Massachusetts, to be known as the Reserve Fund, or 
take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money, for 
the general municipal purposes under authority of, and in accordance 
with the provisions of Chapter 49 of the Acts of 1933, and amandments 
thereto or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to be used by the Selectmen to settle claims 
for personal property damage or incidental personal injury claims 
that may be brought against the Town, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to be expended by the Treasurer for filing fees 
and the necessary expenses of foreclosing certain Tax Titles now held 
by the Town, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will assume liability in the 
manner provided by Section 29 of Chapter 91 of the General Laws, 
as amended by Chapter 5 of the Acts of 1955, for all damages that may 
be incurred by work to be performed by the Department of Public 
Works of Massachusetts for the improvements, development, mainte- 
nance and protection of the Blackstone River and its tributaries in 
the Town of Millbury, in accordance with Section 11 of Chapter 91 
of our General Laws, and authorize the Selectmen to execute and 
deliver a bond of indemnity therefor to the commonwealth, or take 
any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to be expended by a committee of five citizens, 
to be appointed by the Moderator, for Christmas decorations for the 
Center of the Town or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to provide one police officer for traffic duty 
at all Sunday masses at St. Brigid’s Church and Our Lady of Lourdes 
Church at East Millbury or take any action thereon. 
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ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to replace damaged and destroyed street signs 
and to erect new signs in the Town or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate or transfer from available funds in the Town Treasury a sum 
of money to be expended in conjunction with any money which may 
be alloted by the State or County, or both, under the provisions of 
Chapter 90 of our General Laws to continue the reconstruction of 
West Main Street or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $6,500.00 for the purpose of tearing out walls 
at the present senior high school for additions to the school, this 
money to be expended by the School Building Committee and the 
work to be put out for competitive bidding, or take any action 
thereon. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the com- 
mittee appointed for the observance of the Town’s 150th Anniver- 
sary to publish a supplement to the present Town History, and 
to raise and appropriate a sum of money to be expended by said 
committee for this purpose and for other necessary expenses they 
may incur, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
purchase of two (2) 3-ton dump trucks to be equipped with plows 
and two-way radios, said purchase to be made under the supervi- 
sion of the Highway Surveyor and the Board of Selectmen under 
the provisions for competitive bidding, and raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for this purpose or take any action thereon.

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Report of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of the Town of Millbury: 


The Board of Selectmen presents its report and the 
reports of the various Town Officers for the year ending 
December 31, 1959. 

Last year the Board of Selectmen stated they had devoted 
a great deal of time in drawing up an application for the 
Interest-Free Loan for the Sewerage Survey. This year we 
are very happy to report that the $42,000.00 interest-free 
loan from the Federal Government has been approved and 
the survey is now being made and will be completed by 
September of this year. 

Once again we feel it is most fitting and proper to thank 
the following committees for the good work they have done 
throughout the year: The Common Committee: Chairman 
Ernest Tarbox, Mrs. Dorothy Kennedy, Roy Army, Leodore 
Tebo, Jr., and Victor Boufford. The Christmas Decorating 
Committee: Chairman Harold Freeman, Marcellus Wissell, 
Wilma Ela, Ray Chevalier and George Stimpson. The Board 
of Appeals: Chairman Charles Monigle, Dudley Bouker, 
Benjamin Hoyt, Joseph Gagliardi, Wilfred Dufour, ‘William 
Vigeant and Kenneth Gould. The Millbury Housing Author- 
ity: Chairman Winfield Scott, Raymond Whittaker, Ernest 
Tarbox, Roger Bernier, State Member Frank Kawolis and 
Executive Directors John M. Hamilton and Richard Kenary. 
All of these people devote many hours of unselfish work to 
our town and should be given great praise for it. 

On January 20, 1960, we received the resignation of one 
of our leading town officials, Mr. Stephen Bellville. Mr. 
Bellville has been Tax Collector for the past 37 years and 
previous to that he served on the Board of Selectmen for 
three years. We, the Board of Selectmen, feel quite sure we 
speak for the town’s people in wishing “Steve” the best of 
luck and good health in his retirement. The Board appointed 
Miss Mildred Kunzinger, a clerk in Mr. Bellville’s office for 
the 1st 15 years, as Tax Collector to fill the remainder of 
Mr. Bellville’s term. 

We have received numerous complaints this year pertain- 
ing to our Chapter 90 Conctruction on West Main St. in the 
West Millbury section of town. We feel we should clarify 
this situation. On Chapter 90 work the Board of Selectmen 
have the choice of giving the work to our local Highway 
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Department or putting it out to bid. In past years the Board 
has always given the work to the Town department, know- 
ing it would help them financially. This year, however, the 
Department of Public Works felt that if we put it up for 
bid a contractor concentrating on this one project would 
give us a better road for our money. Those of you who have 
seen the job know the results are not too pleasing. We say 
this merely to clear the Town of Millbury of any respon- 
sibility for this construction. The work was done under the 
supervision of the State Department of Public Works and 
the State Engineers. We refused to release the contractor 
of the town’s share of this project. In the spring this road 
will be reconstructed at the expense of the contractor and 
only then will we release the contractor of his contractual 
obligations. 

Last year the flag pole at Central Square and the emer- 
gency lighting system in the Town Hall—both having been 
condemned—had to be replaced. These were authorized by 
the Town under Articles 21 and 22 in last year’s warrant. 
The old flag pole was a wooden one and was declared unsafe 
by Alex Johns & Sons, flag pole experts of Worcester. This 
project was put out to bid and the low bidder was C. B. 
Hamblen & Son, Inc., of Norwell, Mass., who replaced the 
old flag pole with a 60-foot aluminum staff at a cost of 
$1,144.00. The new flag pole should serve the town for many 
years to come. ($1,200.00 was appropriated for the job.) 

The emergency lighting system was condemned by the 
State Building Inspector. The old system consisted of a 
battery unit and at its best would only run the emergency 
lights for two hours and twenty minutes at a time. The 
Town appropriated $1,300.00 for a new emergency gener- 
ator and Alan D. McKerrow Co., Inc., of Worcester was low 
bidder submitting a bid of $1,116.00. The old unit has been 
replaced with a five kilowatt bottle gas generator that will 
run indefinitely. Both boiler motors and the police radios 
have been added to the emergency lighting circuit and in the 
event of an emergency, the Town Hall will have lights, heat 
and radio service. We feel this is a big improvement over 
the old system. 

Many favorable and complimentary remarks have been 
heard about the new street signs installed around the town. 
Because there are a number of streets still without signs 
and so many of the old signs need replacing, the Board is 
inserting the same article this year. 

The Chapter 91 stream clearing on Singletary Brook has 
been temporarily held up because on making test borings 
the engineers found that the solid bottom was well below 
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the proposed bottom of the drainage ditch. An alternate plan 
is now being considered by the Department of Public Works 
and we are in hopes that the job will be let out to competi- 
tive bid early in the spring. 


EMERGENCY DISPATCHING SYSTEM 


Last year the Board of Selectmen sponsored an article in 
the Annual Town Warrant relative to the setting up of an 
emergency dispatching system whereby when the police 
station was left unattended, all incoming calls would be 
patched through to a private home where an incapacitated 
person would be available at all time and who would be in 
contact constantly by radio with all of the town’s emergency 
vehicles—police, fire and highway. 

This article was recommended by the Finance Committee 
and was passed unanimously at the Town Meeting. Under 
the article the Selectmen charged with the responsibility of 
purchasing the radio equipment and seeing that the system 
was put into operation. We had intended to take advantage 
of the Civilian Defense Act and get State assistance for half 
of the cost o the radio set. We instructed the Civilian De- 
fense Director to file the necessary forms to make this 
possible. He apparently felt that the whole idea didn’t merit 
his attention because even after assuring us at two subse- 
quent meeting's the necessary forms had been processed and 
we would just have to wait our turn. We found out from 
Civilian Defense Headquarters that absolutely nothing had 
been done on our behalf. We were also informed at this time 
that the matching funds proposition was no longer in effect, 
it having been changed just a short time before. 

Because of the delay in filing, we lost out on the matching 
funds deal and had to purchase the set wholly with town 
funds. We have the set at the present time and as soon as 
the necessary licenses are obtained, it will be installed and 
put into operation. 

We have included in our budget the sum of $2,800.00 to 
finance the project for the coming year. We feel this is a 
small amount to pay for the coverage we hope to get. 

It is our opinion that with a system such as this, members 
of the Police Department who are now expected to stay in 
the station to answer the telephone could be relieved cf this 
duty and could be assigned to enforcing the laws throughout 
the town—actually what they are hired to do. 

It would also eliminate another unhealthy condition that 
now exists. At the present time the Chief has what is known 
as a selective ringer attached to the phone in the police 
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station and also to his private phone at home. This connec- 
tion rings the Chief’s phone whenever the police station 
number is dialed. It also ties up the station phone every 
time the private phone is in use. It is our contention that the 
Police Department phone should be in constant readiness 
and should be used for nothing but police business. This 
would be accomplished under the new system. 


GREENWOOD STREET LAND 


After numerous meetings and many delays, five acres of 
land on Greenwood Street, owned by the City of Worcester, 
have been acquired by the Town of Millbury. The purchase 
price was $400.00 an acre or $2,000.00 for the whole parcel. 
We plan to develop this site as a recreation area for the 
residents in that section of town. We have included the sum 
of $1,000.00 in our budget to get this project started. This 
money will be expended by a committee of townspeople from 
the Greenwood Street area who will be appointed by the 
Board of Selectmen. This recreation area is needed very 
badly for there are absolutely no facilities available at the 
present time in this section of Town. 


MILLBURY GIRLS’ DRUM CORPS 


We would like to alert the townspeople of Millbury to the 
wonderful work being done by Jack Powers with his fife 
and drum corps—The Millbury Girls’ Drum Corps and The 
Powers’ Star Harmony. These two fine groups of young 
people have made the name of Millbury known throughout 
the New England States and even into New York State 
where they recently won the Max Walker Memorial Trophy. 
This is the first time this trophy ever left the State of New 
York. Jack and his corps certainly deserve the whole- 
hearted support of everyone in town when they sponsor 
affairs to raise money to help defray the cost of their operat- 
ing expenses. 


We would like to inform the townspeople of Millbury that 
the Board of Selectmen meet every Wednesday Evening 
from 6:30 until all business at hand is transpired. Our doors 
are always open to any resident of the Town who would like 
to come in and discuss any problem at hand. 

We feel that the Town of Millbury is making progress in 
becoming a better place to live in. We would like to take this 
opportunity to express our appreciation to all town depart- 
ment heads for the part they have played in making 1959 a 
successful year.

Veterans’ Service Department 


The Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


As Veterans’ Agent I herewith submit my report of serv- 
ices rendered, financial aid granted, and financial reports 
for the year ending December 31st, 1959. 

As a result of the many claims processed through this of- 
fice during the past year, and submitted to the various 
branches of Local, State and Federal Governments, in ex- 
cess of $120,000 in awards were received by our veterans, 
and/or their dependents, on whose behalf claims were filed. 
Of the awards which were made by the Veterans Adminis- 
tration for Compensation and Pension Benefits, retroactive 
amounts received totalled $2,907.62, and the awards re- 
ceived in most cases will continue, and will bring approxi- 
mately $52,000 annually to our veterans and/or their de- 
pendents. 
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During the year we had 16 men admitted to Veterans 
Administration hospitals for treatment; 56 men were regis- 
tered for the draft; 28 men were discharged from the serv- 
ice and assisted by this office. 

I wish to call attention to our veterans, and/or their 
dependents to Public Law 86-211, known as ‘“‘The Veterans’ 
Pension Act of 1959’. This was an act to consolidate into one 
act, all of the laws administered by the Veterans Admin- 
istration, and for other purposes. It is a law that effects 
every veteran, or a dependent, who is receiving Pension 
Benefits. This law becomes effective July 1, 1960, and, ef- 
fective July 1, widows and children of World War II and 
Korean veterans heretofore denied Pension Benefits unless a 
compensible disability could be established, will now be- 
come eligible for benefits on the same basis as the widow 
and child of a veteran of World War I. Many veterans or 
their dependents will qualify for an increase in Pension 
Benefits, while others may lose, or have their benefits re- 
duced. The new Pension law is much too complex to quote 
here. However, I have been advised that in March of 1960 
everyone receiving Pension Benefits will receive instruc- 
tions from the Veterans Administration. I recommend that 
they contact this office prior to submitting any question- 
naire to the Veterans Administration. 


Veterans’ Benefits 


A total of 123 applications for Veterans ’Benefits were 
processed during the year. Of these, 107 cases effecting 278 
people were approved by this office and were submitted to 
the Commissioner of Veterans Services for approval and 
reimbursement; 5 cases were transferred to other Cities and 
Towns for action; 11 cases were rejected for reason of in- 
eligibility, or income in excess of our approved budgets. 

A total of $37,776.66 was expended for aid during the 
year, and of that amount $19,091.86 will be returned to the 
General Account through reimbursement. 

Expenditures in 1959 exceed those in 1958 by $2,143.89. 

I wish to thank you for your continued co-operation.

Road Commissioner’s Report 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Towns People of 
Millbury it gives me great pleasure to submit my first 
annual Town Report. 


My first act as Highway Surveyor was to assure all of 
the regular members of the hughway crew that their jobs 
were secure and that they would continue to work under 
my supervision. I have found that they are a good hard 
working group and would like to use these means of this 
report to publicly thank them for their help and under- 
standing in the past year. 

The present pay scale for the highway department is 
$1.35 for a laborer, $1.50 for semi skilled, $1.75 for truck 
drivers and $2.00 per hour for equipment operators. I am 
recommending an increase of 15 cents an hour for the first 
three classifications and 25 cents for the operators. I sin- 
cerely hope that the finance board will see fit to recommend 
the moderate increase in my budget to take care of these 
proposed raises. 

On taking over the Department I found that the three 
trucks owned by the town were in real bad condition (ten 
years old), we nursed them along for the past year but it 
has come to a point where they must be retired. I firmly 
believe that the town should own two dump trucks and a 
pick-up truck. I have sponsored an article in the annual 
town warrant for the purchase of this equipment. 

I find that the Town Barn is inadequate to properly house 
the department equipment. For the sum of $5,000.00 an 
addition large enough to give us the proper space could be 
constructed. An article calling for this construction is in- 
cluded in the Annual Town Warrant for the Towns People 
consideration. 
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Hough Loader 


Under an article at the Annual Town Meeting I was 
instructed along with the Board of Selectmen to purchase 
a Front End Leader. We advertised for bids and awarded 
the contract to the Tedge & Mattheis Co. The loader we 
purchased is Hough Payloader with two yard bucket and a 
back hoe attachment. 

This piece of equipment has been in constant use since the 
day it was delivered, and has already compiled over 900 
working hours. 

All of my highway work has been done in close co-opera- 
tion with the Town Engineer appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen. His services have been invaluable to me and I 
think the Town made a wise move when they hired the 
services of a consulting engineer. 


Chapter 90 Construction 


The 1959 Chapter 90 Construction was done under com- 
petitive bids and under the direct supervision of the State 
Department of Public Works. The Town Highway Depart- 
ment was in no way connected to the project. 


General Highway 


The usual work has been completed under the General 
Highway and Permanent Roads Accounts. This includes the 
cleaning of streets, cleaning out the man holes and catch 
basins. 

In regards to patching the town streets hot patch was 
used exclusively. This type of material has worked out very 
well. I intend to continue the use of this method. 


Snow and Ice 


When I took office the Snow and Ice Account was depleted 
and I was faced with unpaid bills totaling $850.00. 

With the assistance of a transfer from the Finance Com- 
mittee’s Reserve Account and a legal overdraft authorized 
by Herman Dine, State Director of Accounts I was able to 
pay all bills and purchase the necessary supplies to carry 
me to the end of the year. 


Oiling of Streets 


In regards to the oiling to town streets, I decided to use 
a method that has proved very satisfactory in many of the 
surrounding towns. The street is oiled and covered with 
sand, a road hone is then used to mix the oil and sand and 
this leaves a smooth surface. 
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I find that this method has proven satisfactory for our 
town, also.

667-1 Project for the Elderly—The “Linden Aperaments” 


Following notification by the contractor in November that 
three of the four buildings in this project were ready for 
occupancy, the Authority began the pleasant task of as- 
signing tenants to their apartments. 

In December, the final building was made available; and 
by the end of the month, twenty-six apartments were oc- 
cupied, and two more were assigned for occupancy during 
January, 1960. At this writing, four apartments are still 
unassigned—although applications are expected, which 
should result in all apartments being filled before spring. 
As indicated in our report for 1958, each apartment, 
whether for one or two persons, consists of a kitchen and 
living room combination, a bedroom, bathroom with tub 
and shower, and a walk-in closet. In addition, the authority 
provides an electric range and electric refrigerator for the 
tenant. Rent for such apartment is $50.00 per month, which 
includes living quarters, lights, heat, water, and electricity 
for cooking. 

We hope before spring that the recreation room in the 
basement of the building at the corner of Maple and Pearl 
streets will be ready for use of the tenants. There is a need 
for such furnishings for this room as television set, bridge 
tables and chairs, floor lamps, magazine racks, lounging 
chairs, and the like which cannot be provided by this Au- 
thority under its financial contract with the State of Massa- 
chusetts. Individuals or organizations interested in the 
welfare of our elderly citizens may wish to contribute to 
this worthy cause. For further information, interested 
parties should contact a member of the Authority. 

Before completing this report, the Authority wishes to 
extend its deepest sympathy to the family of Mrs. Albina 
Newcomb. Mrs. Newcomb, formerly of Greenwood Street, 
died shortly after moving into the Linden Apartments.

Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

The Millbury Planning Board herewith submits its annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1959. 

The year 1959 has been a busy year for the Board. In 
February, Mr. Maguire resigned due to pressure of busi- 
ness, and the Board met with the Board of Selectmen and 
elected Gerard M. Trottier, Sr. to replace Mr. Maguire. 

The Board met with residents and Selectmen regarding 
Parking Restrictions on Main, Waters, and Church Streets. 
Amendments were worked out to our existing traffic regula- 
tions and signs will be posted shortly. 

At the annual Town Meeting the recommendations of the 
Board were well received and construction has been com- 
pleted on streets recomended. 

The Board requested the Worcester Safety Council to 
make a traffic survey, and we expect this to be completed 
shortly. A full report on the survey will be given the Town 
when it is received. 

With the assistance of the Town Engineer, the Board has 
supervised the layout and construction of two new streets 
within sub-divisions. Plans were presented for two more 
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larger sub-divisions and we expect to see action in these 
during 1960. 

A report on the growth of Millbury was given at the 
Special Town Meeting, and we feel that attention should be 
given to our school expansion program, and that school 
needs should be studied continually to keep abreast of our 
growth. 

The Board met jointly with the Selectmen and representa- 
tives of the Millbury Business Men’s Association regarding 
industrial expansion within the Town. The request for es- 
tablishment of an Industrial Commission and the rezoning 
of one area, are results of this meeting. We are in need of a 
broader tax base for our Town, and we have many advan- 
tages to offer to industry. We are happy to note the expan- 
sion of New England High Carbon Wire Company, Millbury 
Tool & Die Company, and Marshall Greene Company. 

Our street acceptance program has been progressing ac- 
cording to plans, and again this year we have studied care- 
fully the streets proposed for acceptance. 

This year we have had valuable assistance from our Town 
Engineer in preparing our recommendations. The Town 
Zoning By-Law has been reviewed by the Board. The Board 
has approved approximately 50 applications and plans in- 
cluding 2 sub-divisions as required by the laws governing 
Sub-division controls. 

We wish to thank all who have assisted us this past year.

Report of The School Committee 


To the citizens of Millbury: 


The School Committee herewith submits its annual report for the 
year ending December 31, 1959. 

The year 1959 has again witnessed increasing costs for the items 
covered by a school budget. Paper, books, pencils, salaries, etc., are 
all costing more in a mounting inflationary spiral. 

On January 1, 1959, each teacher was started on a new salary 
schedule. The salary schedule effective on the above date is as follows:

In order to comply with the Massachusetts State Legislature’s 
new law establishing the $3600.00 minimum salary for a teacher, each 
teacher was granted a $200.00 increase in salary. The second step in 
a proposed three-step salary adjustment for Millbury teachers was 
also carried out effective on this same date. 


It is becoming a common practice each year for the legislature 
to establish minimum salaries for Massachusetts teachers. The School 
Committee feels that our teachers are worth every penny of these es- 
tablished salaries; however, it does feel that if the legislature is to 
prescribe rules and regulations with which towns must comply then 
certainly, state funds should be made available to aid towns in es- 
tablishing and maintaining these schedules. The Committee feels that 
these new laws are going to make it more and more costly for the 
real estate tax payers in all towns of the Commonwealth. At the 
writing of this report a new minimum salary of $4000 has been voted 
for teachers effective September 1, 1960 and a new bill is before the 
legislature requesting a $5000 minimum salary. Possibly of more im- 
portance is the fact that home town government is being controlled at 
the State level. 

Open House, an annual event in our schools was held in Novem- 
ber and well attended by interested parents. 

The Committee decided to re-install the cross-country team in the 
Millbury Memorial High School athletic schedule, effective in 1960. 

Much necessary new equipment including desks for the junior 
high school was purchased during the year. Also new fire alarm sys- 
tems were installed in the junior high and the elementary schools. 

A great deal of maintenance work has been carried out including 
the painting of the exterior trim of the high school, extensive masonry 
repairs at the East Millbury School, repairs to roof at the Center 
School, ete. Various safety precautions are being carried out in all 
schools in compliance with the requirements as set forth by the De- 
partment of Public Safety. 

A complete list of maintenance projects and new equipment is 
included in the Committee’s itemized report. 
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The State has reimbursed the amount of $103,885.54 for the year 
1959. This amount is returned to the Town Treasurer, not to the 
School Department. 

We would like to congratulate Horace Mann students Nancy 
Hamilton, Brenda Moorey and Elaine Wishneski. 

As stated in our previous reports, school operation is a tremen- 
dous operation. Successful operation could not be accomplished with- 
out the cooperation of the Superintendent, principals, teachers, school 
department workers, the various town departments, parents and 
townspeople. 

The Committee thanks everyone for the generous cooperation 
given it during the past year; let’s continue to work together to give 
our children the best possible education.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee: 


I respectfully submit my twenty-third annual report and the 
sixty-ninth in the series of reports of the Millbury School Superin- 
tendents. 

The problem of the elementary school curriculum has been widely 
discussed in educational publications and conventions during the past 
few months. Reports from the Soviet Union indicate that the children 
in the elementary schools there receive a more thorough training in 
arithmetic, science and languages than the children in American 
schools. Longer school day and more serious application to funda- 
mental subjects is said to be the secret of the greater progress in 
Soviet schools. Consequently, there has been a demand on the part of 
some educators that our own schools devote more time and effort to 
the traditional three R’s. Those who advocate such changes often 
refer to their plan as “the hard school” as opposed to what they term 
“the easy school.” 

In a convention of the New York State Council of School Superin- 
tendents at Saranac Inn, N. Y., the relative merits of the traditional 
education, “the progressive school” and the ‘“child-centered school’’ 
were compared with the advantages of the “hard school.” One elemen- 
tary supervisor preferred to call the proposed change a “quality 
elementary school” or a rigorous school, but not a hard school. She 
advocated a long period of uninterrupted instruction each day. As 
she said, nothing would claim any of that period, neither music, nor 
gym, nor dancing lessons, nor braces on teeth. Every child, beginning 
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in the last half of the first grade would be expected to write at least 
one original sentence in some subject, in correct English, every day. 
Home work amounting to two hours a week should start at the fourth 
grade working up to about five hours in the sixth grade. 

Dr. John H. Fischer, Dean of Teachers College, Columbia Univer- 
sity, opposed those who would make teaching a rigorous and grim 
business and said that every school should maintain a vigorous pro- 
gram especially in reading, writing, mathematics, literature, the 
social studies, the natural sciences, music and other fine arts, health 
and physical education. A broad curriculum produces a well-rounded, 
intelligent, social-minded citizen. 

In the course of the years there have been many changes in the 
elementary curriculum of the Millbury schools. Improvements which 
have been tried and found advantageous in other school systems have 
been introduced, but we have always insisted on the importance of a 
solid foundation of training in reading, writing and arithmetic. 
Leaving the eighth grade, the children are equipped to undertake the 
more advanced subjects of high school training. The success of our 
graduates in colleges and universities is proof that they received a 
solid education in the Millbury schools. 

Moreover, during the past school year, the teachers in the high 
school have been preparing for the forthcoming evaluation of that 
school on March 2, 8, 4, 1960. On these days the New England Asso- 
ciation of Colleges and Secondary Schools will send a Visiting Com- 
mittee to evaluate the school. The school will be rated in the following 
areas: School Plant, School Staff and Administration, Course of 
Studies, Pupil Activity Program, Guidance Services, Library Services, 
and Major Course Areas. This evaluation is the standard by which a 
secondary school is judged to determine whether that school is meet- 
ing the requirements and needs of today’s youth and fulfilling its vital 
role in the community. The judgement is based on the Evaluative 
Cre set up by the Co-operative Study of Secondary School Stand- 
ards. 

Teachers today have more training than was possible a generation 
ago. Textbooks are far more attractive and more scientifically edited. 
More and more teaching aids and devices are available in our schools. 
Learning, however, is still an orderly, active process. We learn to do 
by doing and as yet no substitute has been devised that can replace 
drill, problem solving, concentrated study, theme writing, reading and 
spelling in the educational devlopment of the child. The only way to 
learn to solve arithmetic problems is to solve arithmetic problems and 
the only way to learn to read is by reading. This same thing can be 
said of every phase of our educational life and certain learning ex- 
ercises are necessary in the educational development of the child. 

Time in school is allocated for these active learning exercises on 
the part of the pupil, but the school day is short. For the normal 
educational development of even the brighter children, some time 
after school hours must be devoted to learning exercises to insure 
average or above average achievement. So-called “homework” is al- 
most an ugly term to pupils today, it is an essential and integral 
part of the educational development of a child and will continue to 
be such unless we materially increase the length of the school day. 
In the out-of-school learning process we solicit the cooperation of 
parents and know full well that their problem is not made easier by 
the many outside activities available to youngsters today or by the 
keen competition of radio and television in the home. 

In private schools the pupil is required to spend a good portion of 
each evening working at assigned learning exercises while in public 
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education the pupil’s evening's are spent at whatever activity he may 
choose—sometimes with and perhaps too often without the sanction 
of the parents. We are dependent in large measure on the coopera- 
tion we receive from the home in the problem of the educational de- 
velopment of the child. 

It is our duty to continuously inform and enlighten parents regard- 
ing their obligations in this matter if our public schools are to turn 
out graduates who are prepared well enough to successfully compete 
with graduates of other schools either public or private. It would 
seem most advisable that children who have been in school buildings 
during the day should be allowed time in the late afternoon for rec- 
reation and play. It also follows that the best place for school child- 
ren in the evening is in their homes under the direct supervision of 
their parents. Our schools should and do eliminate, insofar as possible, 
any school activities that may bring pupils from their homes at night, 
especially during the school week.

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Report of Mr. Stephen Beaton 
High School Principal 


During the past year the comparison of the American school sys- 
tem with that of the Russian school system has continued to occupy 
a very prominent place in all discussions concerning public education 
in the United States. In particular a comparison of the methods of 
teaching mathematics, science, and language in the secondary schools 
has had a prominent place in most discussions. As yet there has been 
no definitive answer as to what the basis of these curicula should be. 
However, one generalization seems to stand out—that a moderate 
comprehensive education for all American youth is still a necessary 
aim, but for the relatively few who are highly gifted, this is not 
adequate. In Millbury Memorial High School we are watching the 
various experiments being tried and incorporating into our curricula 
those that appear to have merit. This year we have introduced the 
language laboratory into our language courses, This teaching method, 
first popularized locally by Assumption College, employs tapes, rec- 
ords, and individual sets of earphones for additional instruction in 
the aural-oral phase of language study. In the higher math courses 
we have started a “fast moving” class. Both of these innovations, as 
reported by the faculty members in these departments, are experi- 
encing considerable success. Future experiments are being contem- 
plated in the science field; in particular in physics and in biology. 

At the present we are in the midst of preparing for our evaluation 
by a committee from the New England Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools. The dates which have been set for the evaluation 
are March 2, 8 and 4, 1960. There are three steps to every evalua- 
tion: first, the application and approval; second, the self-evaluation; 
and third, the three day evaluation by a committee of approximately 
eighteen members. The Millbury Memorial High School self-evalua- 
tive committee under the chairmanship of Mr. Raymond Shaw, our 
assistant principal, has reported that we are well ahead of schedule 
in the second step and that all will be in readiness for the third step 
on the dates set aside for us. When the evaluation is completed we 
will receive a certificate of approval from the New England Associa- 
tion of Colleges and Secondary Schools, which will give us certificate 
privileges to any college in the United States. In so much as the Mill- 
bury Memorial High School was a member of this association before 
the evaluation became mandatory we will automatically receive this 
privilege on the completion of the evaluation. However, there will be 
many recommendations by this committee on which we will, within a 
period of two years, have to make a report of progress. This has 
been one of the first steps in improving secondary education in New 
England, and it is a much needed one. It gives, for the first time, 
each teacher, school, and community a yardstick to measure for self- 
evaluation. It sets forth the considered opinion of educators through- 
out the country as to what the standards for a good secondary school 
curiculum, school, teacher, or administrator should be. We at the 
Millbury High School welcome this appraisal, 

The enrollment in the Millbury Memorial High School at the be- 
ginning of this year was 498, an increase of nine over the previous 
year. In so much as the present eighth grade is larger than that of 
the two previous years, we must anticipate a further increase in 
enrollment next year. This, in turn, will necessitate the addition of 
another teacher, if we are to continue our present standards and at 
the same time arrange for further changes in our various curricula 
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in order to meet the minimum needs of youth in today’s educational 
process. 

There was only one change in the Millbury Memorial High School 
this year. We lost the valued services of Miss Jean Shea, teacher of 
freshman English, who resigned in October. Miss Shea’s position was 
filled by the transfer of Mr. Robert Dillon, a graduate of Holy Cross 
College and a former fifth grade teacher in the Center School, who 
recently returned from service in the United States Army. To Miss 
Jean Shea we wish to express our sincere thanks and best wishes for 
the future, and to Mr. Dillon a hearty welcome and best wishes for a 
happy and successful career as a member of our faculty. 

The prizes and scholarships annually awarded to the members of the 
graduating class were as follows: Miss Nancy Lundstrom received 
the D.A.F. Good Citizenhip Certificate for having been selected as the 
senior girl who best exemplified the qualities of dependability, leader- 
ship, service and patriotism; Richard Murray was awarded the 
Rensselaer Award and Medal for outstanding achievement in science 
and mathematics; Miss Kathleen Prendiville received the one hundred 
dollar first prize in the New England High Carbon Wire Essay 
Awards; Miss Lea Gonya received the fifty dollar second prize and 
Miss Janice Lindberg was awarded the twenty-five dollar third prize; 
Miss Carolyn Johnson received the Underwood Award of Merit for 
having been chosen the outstanding Business Education student; Miss 
Barbara Howe was awarded the Underwood Best Typist Award. The 
following scholarships were awarded: Miss Janice Lindberg was pre- 
sented the two hundred dollar Millbury Woman’s Club Scholarship 
by its president, Mrs. Harold Bowker; Miss Kathleen Prendiville and 
Keith Dobie were presented the Millbury Parent-Teacher Association 
Scholarship of one hundred dollars each by Mr. Robert Blair, associ- 
ation president; Miss Janice Lindberg was presented the Millbury 
Credit Union Scholarship of one hundred dollars by Rev. Mont Thorn- 
burg, bank director and vice president; Miss Mary May was pre- 
sented the American Legion Auxiliary Scholarship of one hundred 
dollars by its president, Mrs. Arthur Belisle. Ronald Stead was pre- 
sented the Millbury Memorial High School Student Body Scholarship 
of one hundred dollars by the junior class president, William Ustino- 
vich; Miss Nancy Lundstrom and Miss Mary May received the Mill- 
bury Memorial High School Faculty Scholarship of one hundred 
dollars each, which were presented by Mr. Stephen Beaton, principal. 

One of our present seniors, Richard Kendrick, was cited for out- 
standing performance on the National Merit Scholarship Qualifying 
Test (NMSQT) last spring. He has received a formal “Letter of 
Commendation” from the National Merit Scholarship Corporation. 

For the fifth consecutive year the Reflector, in competition with 
hundreds of other high school magazines, was awarded “First Place” 
by the Columbia Press Association. Added to this honor the Reflector, 
at the 1959 New England Scholastic Press Association convention 
held in Boston, won its fourth consecutive ‘Highest Achievement” 
award. Also, Assistant Editor, Natalie Zykowski, gained the finals 
in the competition for two sixteen hundred dollar scholarships to 
Boston University. Miss Zykowski’s fine showing marked the third 
straight time a “Reflector” editor gained the finals in the scholarship 
exam. Once again our heartiest congratulations to Mr. Hamilton, 
Miss Marlborough, Miss Pronski, and the Reflector Staff for a job 
well done. 

On March 31, 1959 the Millbury Memorial High School held its 
annual “Science Fair.” The Fair is sponsored by the Worcester 
Kiwanis Club and was under the supervision of Miss Joan Shea and 
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Mr. Richard Kenary of the science department of the high school. 
The following awards were made: First prize went to William 
Thompson for his exhibit on “‘Rocketry”; second prize went to Gerard 
Trottier for his exhibit on “Self Fertilization”; third prize went to 
Ronald Vitkauskas for his exhibit on “Compounding Rubber and 
Plastic.” Honorable mention awards were made to the following: 
David Leake for his exhibit on “Wind and Air Foils’; Andrew Boul- 
ette for his exhibit on “Ballistics”; Joy Gustafson and Nancy Lund- 
strom for their exhibit on “Chemical Microscopy”; Bruce Owen for 
his exhibit on the “Effect of Heat Treat on Metals’; Margaret 
Morin and Patricia Sheehan for their exhibit on “Adulterants in 
Food”; Keith Dobie for his exhibit on “Hydraulics”; and Gordon 
Modig for his exhibit on “Plant Growth.” The judges were Dr. Vin- 
ton Hallock from Astra Pharmaceutical and Mr. James Connors, 
biology teacher at Northbridge High School. In all, there were thirty- 
five exhibits. The larger number of exhibits and the greater attend- 
ance at the exhibit attest to the growing popularity of our “Science 
Fair” among pupils and townspeople. 

To bring further honor to himself and to his school, William 
Thompson, who because of his first prize award was permitted to 
exhibit his entry, ‘‘Rocketry,” at the Worcester County Science Fair 
at Worcester Polytechnic Institute: where his exhibit won second 
prize. 

To Miss Shea and Mr. Kenary and to all the participants we want 
to offer our heartiest congratulations—and to William Thompson our 
Sincere appreciation for the honor he brought to our school. 

We would once again like to commend Miss Mary Grogan, for the 
very successful “Career Night” which was held on November 3, 1959. 

In athletics our girls’ hockey team deserves special commendation. 
The team under the inspirational coaching of Miss Ann Harrington 
completed an undefeated season.

Report of Mr. Arthur J. O’Mara 
Junior High School and Center School Principal 

With the opening of school in September, the enrollment of the 
Millbury Junior High School was 385 pupils. This was an increase of 
approximately 50 pupils over the enrollment of the previous year. 

Because of the increased enrollment in the Junior High School, Mr. 
Raymond Gemme was added to the staff. Mr. Gemme formerly taught 
the sixth grade at the Center School. 

The pupils of the eighth grade presented an operetta, “Hats Off,” 
on April 17, 1959 in the Memorial High School Auditorium under 
the direction of Miss Katherine Bowe. The background and scenery 
were designed under the direction of Miss Florence Scarpaci and Mr. 
Daniel Carmody. The parents and friends of the members of the cast 
enjoyed an evening of delightful entertainment. 

The annual spelling contest was held in ‘April under the direction 
of Miss Pauline Lambert. The seventh grade participated and Donna 
Andrews was declared the winner of the contest. 

In May, the graduating class made the annual trip to Boston to 
visit points of historical and educational interest. The pupils will 
long remember the trip as a delightfully interesting experience. 

In June, the graduating class of 1959 of the Millbury Junior High 
School, numbering 129 pupils, received their diplomas from Mr. 
William D, Shea, Superintendent of Schools, at the annual gradua- 
tion exercises. 

Parents’ Night, held on November 10, was very successful. The 
large number of parents who attended was striking evidence of the 
interest which they take in the work of their children in school. The 
parents and teachers were given an opportunity to discuss the work 
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of the pupils. 

In the Center School, the enrollment in September was 264 pupils. 
This was a decrease of about forty pupils from the previous year. 

There was one change in the faculty in the Center School. Mrs. 
Augusta Bergin retired after several years of service. Mrs. Bergin 
should be comended for her splendid work and her former pupils will 
remember her as an excellent teacher and kind friend. Miss Jane 
Shea succeeded Mrs. Bergin as teacher in the sixth grade at the Cen- 
ter School. I wish to extend to Miss Shea a hearty welcome to our 
faculty and best wishes for her future success. 

I wish to express my sincere appreciation to the parents and teach- 
ers for their kind cooperation during the school year. 


Report of Miss Mary Grogan 
Guidance Counselor 

Guidance is concerned with helping the student to adjust to his 
present situation and to plan for his future in line with his interests, 
his abilities and his social needs. Students, therefore, are interviewed 
concerning their vocational and educational plans. Interviews with 
the seniors are held first and sometimes several conferences are 
necessary until the student makes a decision about where he will con- 
tinue his education. Juniors, sophomores and freshmen are interviewed 
as their class schedules permit; however, any student in the school 
who wishes to discuss a problem may request a conference and time 
will be given to him immediately. 

Within the calendar year the Iowa Test of Educational Develop- 
ment has been administered to all students. The present seniors and 
sophomores were tested in January and the freshmen and juniors 
were tested just after the opening of the school year in September. 
The change in the time for administering the tests seemed practical 
so that class routines would not be disrupted later. Moreover, because 
the testing was done early, the results were available in October and 
thus they can be used to greater advantage in counseling students. 

An Alumni Assembly was inaugurated a year ago. The assembly 
was held on the last day before the Christmas vacation. Graduates 
of the high school who were then attending college were invited. 
Some of the returning graduates presented informally to the student 
body their ideas of what college demands and what it offers to young 
people. Students seemed to enjoy hearing about the college experi- 
ences of our own graduates and the alumni appeared to appreciate 
the opportunity to participate in such a program. However, job inter- 
views and employment before Christmas make the holiday season 
impractical for this assembly. It is hoped that a more convenient 
time can be arranged so that the assembly may be continued. 

The second Career Night program was held in November. Students 
and their parents were given much information about the cost of, the 
entrance requirements for, and the programs offered by several 
schools of higher learning. The schools on the panel this year were 
different from those presented in the previous year with the exception 
of Worcester State Teachers College. It seemed advisable to repeat 
information on teachers’ colleges because of the fact that in recent 
years a large percentage of our graduates have been enrolling at 
those colleges and several students in the present senior class have 
expressed an interest in that type of training. Many thanks are due 
to Mr. Beaton, Mr. Ela, and Mr. Shaw, for their assistance with the 
program, to Mr. Morano and members of the Student Council who 
served as ushers, to Mrs. Dakin and girls from the home economics 
classes who took complete charge of the coffee hour. 
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Last spring the office was open on four consecutive Tuesday eve- 
nings. Parents had the opportunity to come to the school to discuss 
their child’s program of studies with the principal or the guidance 
director. The attendance on each evening was very gratifying and 
proved the interest in, the need for, and the worth of such a program, 

The developmental reading program which was introduced last 
year is being continued under the direction of the English teachers. 
It appears that the program is proving helpful. However, it must be 
understood that improvement in reading can come only if the student 
is seriously interested and has a real desire to improve his reading 
skills. Moreover, to make the program really effective, the student 
needs to do more reading than that afforded by the reading labora- 
tory; he should devote some of his leisure time to reading. 

Effort is made to help students to improve their school work. 
Usually it is found that, among other causes, too little time is being 
spent in preparation. The Student Handbook states clearly the 
amount of time that should be devoted to homework. Parents should 
realize that every full-time academic subject at the senior high school 
level requires each day approximately an hour’s work beyond the 
time spent in class. 

Parents may make an appointment with the guidance director at 
any time they wish to find out about a student’s progress, 


Report of Miss Ann D. Harrington 
Supervisor of Physical Education—Girls 

In keeping with the recent national concern about the lack of phys- 
ical fitness of its youth, tests were administered to the girls in the 
high school. Generally speaking, the majority of the girls were able 
to pass the minimum requirements of physical fitness. Other tests 
revealed a lack of development in arm, shoulder, and abdominal 
muscles. This situation is being improved as much as possible within 
the limits of the Physical Education Class. Outside physical activity 
is imperative to supplement the required Physical Education Pro- 
gram. 

The Physical Education Program attempts to remedy this situa- 
tion through a three-phase program of regular gym periods, intra- 
mural program, and inter-scholastic sports. The regular gym period, 
in an attempt to reach all pupils, consists of a variety of activities 
such as; calisthenics, individual sports, team sports, tumbling, gym- 
nastics, and dancing. 

The intra-mural program is offered for students of some ability 
but unable to compete on an inter-scholastic level. This program 
offers a variety of sports such as; field hockey, soccer, tennis, basket- 
ball, volleyball, and table tennis. 

In inter-scholastic competition, Millbury has been represented by 
teams in softball, basketball, and field hockey. The teams have con- 
ducted themselves in an exemplary manner regardless of the outcome 
or the scores, 

The Junior High School Physical Education Program is carried on 
despite the completely inadequate facilities and is further handi- 
capped by a weekly meeting. The program consists of lead-up games 
to the major sports. 


Report of Mr. Hudson L. Matson 
Supervisor of Physical Education—Boys 


_ In our physical education program we try to develop the student 
into good citizens by working toward long range objectives such as 
sound character, self-realization, and good sportsmanship. Obviously 
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we cannot teach good citizenship by simply giving a course in the 
subject. Every teacher contributes to the ultimate objectives which 
permeate all areas of the school. 

In physical education we provide experience that will stimulate the 
growth and development of attitudes, understandings, concepts, appre- 
ciation, interest, skills and similar psychological factors which con- 
tribute to the general educational outcome we call citizenship. 

Our program consists of many different sports, games and rhythmic 
activities. With the integration of these activities the program is 
kept flexible enough to take each of the individual differences into 
consideration. This is accomplished by offering a variety of activities 
that will attract, stimulate and hold the interest of each student. 
There are various tests given throughout the school year, both mental 
and physical, which enable us to determine the outcome of each in- 
dividual student that takes part in physical education. Also with 
these testing devices we are able to discover deficiencies such as weak- 
nesses in the upper part of the body and emphasize exercises to de- 
velop this part of the body. 

The fall sports consist of touch football, soccer, speedball and 
basketball in the late fall. During the winter term there will be 
individual as well as team sports such as gymnastics, trampoline, 
wrestling, games, volleyball, table tennis and badminton. The spring 
term will consist of softball, tennis and track. 

Intramurals are offered to those not playing varsity sports which 
gives everyone a chance to participate. 

Throughout the pupils’ four years in high school I sincerely be- 
lieve, with our objectives in mind, that we can help our boys in be- 
coming what I term well-rounded citizens. 


Report of Mrs. Jane Dakin 
Supervisor of Home Economics 

The course in Home Economics in the ninth grade is desirable for 
girls from both practical and educational standpoints. As family 
members and future homemakers they should be given training and 
experience in the fundamental activities of the home. 

The instructions include the preparation and serving of food, the 
care of equipment and the learning of sewing techniques as applied 
to simple garments. The course attempts to develop a keen interest 
in the home and form habits of neatness and cleanliness. Methods of 
work and skills are emphasized. 


Aims and Objectives: 

1. To help the students become familiar with tools used in cooking 
and to develop the ability to plan, prepare and serve whole meals; 

2. To help the student to understand and appreciate rules of nutri- 
tion and to encourage the establishment of good food habits; 

3. To help students realize the importance of the formation of 
habits of good grooming and of caring for clothing; 

4. To help girls develop sound standards of living and to realize 
what it means to become good members of their families; 

5. To help the girls to develop good judgment in the handling of 
time and money; 

6. To instill a knowledge of home management procedures and give 
her an opportunity to practice them. 

During the 1958-59 school year, 89 single dishes were prepared. 
Also, 71 garments were constructed. This included shirts, blouses, 
shorts and dresses.

Report of Miss Rose B. Neri 
Teacher of Junior High School Sewing 

The average junior high school pupil does not fully recognize the 
value of specialized subjects in acquiring and developing good living 
habits for a more pleasant personality and a richer life. Sewing is 
one such specialized subject which, with the proper application, is 
not only an invaluable aid to a girl’s attractive grooming but is also 
a factor considerably conducive toward more efficient homemaking. 
With this uppermost in mind, the clothing program is planned and 
presented in a manner to arouse and stimulate interest essential for 
attaining constructive knowledge. 

Fundamentally, the course corresponds to that of previous years 
commencing with a comprehensive study of hand sewing. Hand 
stitchery is applied in constructing three articles for a sewing kit. 
Having gained extensive practice in hand sewing, the seventh grade 
pupils progress to machine stitching. During the period of study on 
functional mechanisms and actual operation of the sewing machine 
a decorative household article is made. 

The beginning of the eighth grade is devoted to learning numerous 
sewing techniques and acquiring a complete understanding of the 
commercial pattern. Throughout the course of study there is im- 
measurable stress on efficiency in handling sewing equipment, neat- 
ness in workmanship and accuracy in construction, The eighth grade 
pupils are required to make an apron and a dress applying all tech- 
niques thus far introduced. Both projects are made from commercial 
patterns which are chosen by assigned groups from each division. 
Each girl is given the privilege to select from two, three or four 
styles so that greater interest may be maintained and individual 
needs can be met. For further incentive versatility of color harmony, 
design variation and style modification are encouraged, thus provid- 
ing the opportunity for individual creativeness and judgment. 


Report of Mr. Wilmar H. Ela 
Supervisor of Industrial Arts 

We know that our society today is basically industrial in nature 
and that Industrial Arts is offered as general education. It is an in- 
terpretation of industry through manipulative experiences. It seems 
logical that this phase of general education is important for the 
Youth of Millbury. With all of the “sputnik-centered” emphasis on 
preparing more and better scientists and engineers, we often fail to 
recognize the importance of general education for everyone. The 
citizenry of this country needs to know that it takes an army of “in- 
dustrial workers” to produce the necessary parts for a relatively 
small number of scientists working on a satellite and its carriers. 

A recent newspaper article carried the headlines ‘““A Washer Foils 
Test of Missile.” A defective washer in a switch had caused failure 
of a missile flight at Cape Canaveral. When this difficulty had been 
corrected the missile fired perfectly. This was not a scientific failure, 
but a mechanical one. It seems that the space age before us has more 
important place in the curriculum of Industrial Arts than has been 
the case of the past. Boys need this work as a part of their general 
education core. 

In the present Industrial Arts program in Millbury we include 
technical drawing, and sketching as fundamental tools of communica- 
tions, general electricity and power mechanics; general metal work 
and woodwork, with their aplied technology. These subjects form the 
core of Industrial Arts in both the Junior and Senior High Schools 
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of Millbury. At the Junior High School level, work in Industrial Arts 
and Crafts is included for breadth of understanding. 

To help young people develop to the point where they can success- 
fully solve their own problems, we first provide the pupils with facts 
and understanding through well organized instruction, then have 
them apply these facts and understandings through controlled ex- 
periences, and finally, at advanced levels, pupils should be capable of 
defining and solving their own problems. 

The most important contributions Industrial Arts in Millbury can 
make is that every pupil must do whatever he does with whatever 
degree of skill he can acquire in a reasonable length of time. 

Finally through all of this, we continue to search for new and 
improved ways of providing the best program of education for all 
of the youth in Millbury. 


Report of Mr. Daniel C. Carmody 
Teacher of Woodworking 


Woodworking is offered to the fifth and sixth grade boys of the 
Center School as well as to the seventh and eighth grade boys of the 
Junior High. 

The fifth and sixth grade pupils are introduced to woodworking 
through the medium of a simple project. Through the construction of 
a project, the pupil learns the proper use, care, maintenance, and 
principle of operation of the basic woodworking tools. 

The seventh and eighth grade pupils undertake more complicated 
projects. Along with using all the hand tools the pupil becomes 
familiar with and operates the power machines. These are the jig 
saw, drill press, grinder and wood lathe. The proper techniques of 
finishing and design are integrated throughout the construction of 
the project. Industrial principles and procedures are applied when- 
ever possible. The number of projects completed by a student depends 
largely upon his ability and knowledge of the woodworking area. 


Report of Miss Katherine M. Bowe 
Supervisor of Music 


The vocal music program in the elementary grades is most satis- 
factory. There is a music period every day, and the pupils partici- 
pate in the singing of rote songs and musical games in the first 
grades, and the singing of three-part harmony in the sixth grades. 
A workable understanding of fundamentals and theories is gradually 
introduced in the program. 

The Junior High School has two forty-minute periods each week. 
As all students of each grade participate, there is little time for 
individual work. However, we do have a Glee Club of approximately 
thirty-five pupils, selected for vocal ability and scholarship. Each 
year the Glee Club presents an Operetta in the High School Audito- 
rium. These operettas have been most successful and the children are 
to be commended for their excellent performance. 

My part in the high school music program consists of Glee Club 
and Organ instruction. The Glee Club has rehearsal one period each 
week and take an active part in assemblies, graduation exercises and 
the State Music Festival. 

Organ lessons are available to any student with a knowledge of 
instrumental music. Organ music is presented by the students at 
athletic events and at graduation. 
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Report of Miss Florence M. Scarpaci 
Supervisor of Art 


The general aims of the art course are: to develop the ability to 
appreciate, enjoy, and select, that which is beautiful in the objects 
which make up one’s environment; to develop the creative imagina- 
tion through the planning and making of that which is beautiful; to 
gain definite knowledge of and interest in the development of art in 
the past and the present processes through which objects of beauty 
are created. 

In the elementary grades the work is planned to give the children 
training in the fundamental principles of design, color harmony and 
drawing; to develop accuracy and neatness in the handling of mate- 
rials; and to develop habits of orderly thought and good taste. 

The principles of design, unity, variety, and consistent arrange- 
ment are emphasized in the Junior High School. More opportunity is 
provided for creative expression, development of talent and initiative. 

The purpose of the art course in the high school is to develop 
ability to express beauty through the use of the principles of har- 
mony of line, tone, and color. In mastering the principles of freehand 
sketching, perspective drawing, painting and design, the individual 
pupil learns to observe, to study, to plan, and to act, thereby acquir- 
ing habits, ideals, and appreciations. 


Report of Mrs. Constance J. Dobie 
Special Class Teacher 


The Special Class, now holding sessions at the Dorothy Manor 
School, entered its fifth year with an enrollment of 11 pupils—7 
boys and 4 girls. Their ages range from 7 to 19 years. As each child 
works on his or her own level, the result is eleven individual courses. 
Almost all pupils are now doing some reading from first to fourth or 
fifth grade level. Arithmetic covers about the same range. 

At manual training class the boys are working on more advanced 
projects while the girls are learning the rudiments of sewing, in- 
cluding the use of the sewing machine. Also a great deal of hand 
work is continually underway in the school room. 

Our class continues to strive for better social adjustment and 
while the improvement continues, there is still much to be done with 
patient effort. Without the support and the encouragement of Mr. 
pia and the School Committee, we could never have such a success- 
ul class. 


Report of Richard FE, Church, M.D. 
School Physician 


The annual physical examinations conducted at the schools are in 
progress. Most of the children are in good health. Serious physical 
conditions that are not under adequate care are rare. Dental, tonsil 
and other lesser conditions are common, but with these there appears 
to be improvement each year. Emotional problems of varying degree 
are also common. 


Report of Miss Anna B,. Callahan, R.N. 
School Nurse 


_The school may lead in the health program, but the final respon- 
sibility belongs to the parent. The health of the pupils has been un- 
usually good this year. No great health problem has been uncovered. 
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The apt eye of each teacher soon brings to my attention any unusual 
symptoms. However, the major defects are carious teeth, and I take 
this opportunity to ask the parents to see that the child goes to the 
family dentist. 

The physical examinations were started early in September, but 
due to the increased enrollment and the thorough examination given 
by the school physician, they will not be completed for some time to 
come. 

With the assistance of Mrs. Mercedes Gagliardi, R.N., all eyes 
have been tested. The hearing test has been started and I will con- 
tinue with them until they are finished. 

Census of the handicapped children was taken and the results sent 
to the State Board of Education. During the year, a home teacher 
wae assigned to a pupil who is confined to her home with rheumatic 

ever, 

The clinics by the Board of Health and the inoculations given by 
family doctors, I am sure, will contribute much toward a healthy 
school population. The following inoculations were given during the 
year: 


May 18—Inoculation against diphtheria, tetanus and whooping 
cough—114 pupils attended. 

Nov. 18—4th Polio inoculation for 1st and 2nd grade pupils— 
300 pupils inoculated. 

May 27—Smallpox inoculation—77 pupils inoculated.

Please remember 
that new schools are community projects and need the help and effort 
of all townspeople to be successful. All building committee meetings 
are open to interested Millbury citizens.
